‘Only ame venireman was tenta- 
tively approved by both sides yes- 
terday in the examination of 19. A 
venire of 27 was available yester- 


day so éhe total summoned, in- 
cluding today’s group, is 77. With 
100 challenges available to both 
sides it is possible more than 200 
men may be summoned before the 
final trial jury of twelve is. Se- 
lected. 

That the State intends to carry 
out its previously announced in- 
tention of demanding the death 
penalty for the five defendants 
was shown when each venireman 
was asked if he had any scruples 
against imposing the death penalty 
where the circumstances justify it. 

Advice From Two Defendants. 

During the questioning Frank 
Agrusa and Sora Mantia, two of 
the defendants, took an active in- 
terest in the interrogation, con- 
stantly offering suggestions to de- 
fense counsel and frequently smil- 
ing as the answers took a humor- 
ous turn. The other three defend- 
ants—Baptista Bommarito, Vito 
Impastato and Mike Lombardo— 
sat impassive. 

Scorfina, who charges the five 
kidnaped him in East St. Louis on 
July 12 and held him four days ona 
farm near Ste. Genevieve, Mo., for 
ransom before he escaped, was not 
in court. Under advice of St. Louis 
police, he remained in the security 
of his homé at 807 Carr street, con- 
tinuously guarded by 15 expert po- 
lice marksmen who have been de- 
tai'ed to his home, working. five at 
a time on eight-hour shifts for the 
last 14 weeks.

Under illinois procedure the. se- 
lection of prospective jurymen is 
begun by sending four veniremen | 
at a time to the jury box. They 
are examined first by the State. As 
the State challenges, new venire- 
men are added until finally the 
prosecutor has approved four. 
Questioning by the Defense. 
The defense then questions the 
four, eliminating those it believes 
should not sit in the case. It was 
in this manner yesterday that only 
one man, Charles Julian, a farmer 
residing near Bellevillé, was ap- 
proved by both sides.

Stop Flight From New York, 
to Attempt One to Chicago.

COLON, Canal Zone, Nov. 11.— 


After resting here a few days, Capt. 
Roy W. Ammel, who yesterday 
completed the first nonstop flight 


from New York to France Field, 
expects to attempt a nonstop flight 
to Chicago, where he is a broker. 

His first concern, he said today, 
is to get back to his business in 
Chicago, but after that he will plan 
a trans-oceanic flight for next 
spring, probably to Paris or Rome.

He flew over 
Washington, Atlanta, Jacksonville, 
Miami, Cuba and Nicaragua. 

The flyer said he met some bad 
weathér, but had little actual trou- 
ble except at his take-off at Barren 
Island, New York, when he barely 
cleared some high tension wires. 
When he departed at 2:10 p. m. 
Sunday the temperature was near 
the freezing point, but as he trav- 
eled south it was necessary for kim 
to shed his outer garments to con- 
form to the changing climate.

Impressive Procession 
Draws Thousands Down- 
town—Planes Fly Over 
Route of Marchers. 


LINE PASSES GIVEN 
POINT IN 35 MINUTES 


Spanish War Veterans and 
Handful of Civil War Sur- 
.vivors Join Ranks—City 
Hall Service. 


The measured tread of marching 
feet and the strains of wartime 
melodies were heard again in St. 
Louis today as the American Legion 
and other veterans’ organizations 
observed the twelfth anniversary of 
the signing of the armistice which 
ended the World War on Nov. Il, 
1918. 

Approximately 3000 men par- 
ticipated in the parade, one of the 
most impressive since the early 
years after the war. A dozen bands 
and drum corps revived the rhyth- 
mic strains of ‘“‘Over There,” ““Mad- 
elon,” “Stars and Stripes Forever” 


and other tunes reminiscent of war 
days, while thousands of spectators 
lined the route of the procession. 
Banks, public and _ parochial 
schools, exchanges, city and State 
courts and some business offices 
were closed, while various organi- 
zations observed the anniversary 
with special ceremonies. Estab- 
lishments which conducted busi- 
ness as usual observed two minutes 
of silence at 11 a. m. 

35-Minute Parade. 
The parade, beginning at 2:30 p. 
m., moved four abreast, east on 
Washington avenue, south on 
Broadway and west on Olive street, 
where the veterans fell into ranks 
of eight and proceeded to the city 
hall lawn, where memorial serv- 
ices were held. Four abreast, the 
column passed a given point in 35 
minutes. 
Crowds were thickest on Wash- 
ington avenue with spectators 
perched on automobiles and win- 
dow sills. Three airplanes followed 
the line of march, doubling back 
again and again to regain position 
above the column. Spectators were 
not demonstrative and only occa- 
sional scraps of colored paper 
floated from building windows. 
The Police Band followed by 250 
policemen who are World War 
veterans led the procession, fol- 
lowed by a band and 200 men of 
the First Regiment, United States 
Army, from Jefferson Barracks. 
The 138th Regiment, Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, with about 400 men, 
including some war veterans, was 
next. 

Various Types of Uniforms. 
Fire Department veterans and 
mail carrier onan: numbering 
about 300, marched in the uniforms 
of their present occupation, while 
members of various American Le- 
gion posts, with their bands and 
drum corp, were scattered through 
the column, some in full uniform, 
some in citizens’ clothes, some 
wearing badges of their services 
such as trench helmets and over- 
seas caps.

Mr. Simpson, who had American 
connections by both descent and 
marriage, was the grandson of 
Sarah Mollis Putnam, a _ grand- 
daughter of Gen. Israel Putnam, 
leader in the American Revolution.

Perhaps the best known of his 
books is “Indiscreet Letters From 
Pekin,” which criticised diplomats 
and others for their conduct during 
the siege of Pekin. Last June he 
was placed in charge of the Tient- 
sin customs, but was in_ trouble 
from the start when military of- 
ficials refused to recognize his au- 
thority.

American opposition to any lmita- 
tion of armaments through a meth- 
od of budgetary restriction was an- 
nounced by Hugh 8. Gibson, the 
Washington representative, at the 


session of the preparatory commis- 
sion on disarmament here today. 

Ambassador Gibson's announce- 
ment was made in the course of 
discussion of the budgetary method 
of limitation, which the British and 
Italian representatives said their 
Governments favored, although not 
to the exclusion of more direct 
methods of limitation. 

The American delegate declared 
that his Government after examin- 
ing the question minutely. recently 
had found it could not change its 
attitude of opposition to the plan, 
and asserted that the United States 
was not likely to sign any conven- 
tion imposing this. method. 

Limitation by Publicity. 

“We already practice a system of 
limitation by direct means, plus full 
publicity for expenditures,” Gibsen 
said. “We believe this the most ef- 
fective method of limiting arma- 
ments. In short, we believe it easier 
to conceal the application of a dol- 
lar than to conceal the existence of 
a rifle.” 

Gibson told the commission that 
the United States, however, would 
not object to a treaty which bound 
the other Powers to limitation by 
budgetary restrictions while leaving 
the United States free to employ 
her own system of limitation. 

“The direct limitation of arma- 
ments with full publicity is the 
most practicable and useful method 
of limitation which exists, we be- 
lieve,”” the Ambassador declared. 
Lord Cecil presented the British 
viewpoint on the subject, emphasiz- 
ing the tremendous importance in 
British opinion, of a limit for war 
materials, Any future war, he fore- 
cast, would be fought by small 
armies with high technical equip- 
ment. 

Material More Than Men. 

It was not sufficient, he de- 
clared, to limit the personnel of 
armies, as the numbers of men 
now are less important than the 


}material equipment of armies. Pub- 


licity of armaments, he said, is a 
useful method; but one that exista 
already, a good basis but utterly 
insufficient. 

Direct limitation was in prin- 
ciple most effective, he declared, 
but in practice this also was insuf- 
ficient. Only limiting of expendi- 
tures, he said, would meet the needs 
of the situation. He acknowledged 
that America might find it difficult 
to accept the budgetary method, 
but hoped she would find a way, 
remarking that it would be very 
hard to arrive at a useful treaty if 
the United States stood out. 
Germany took a position with 
America, Count von Bernstorff pro- 
testing that direct limitation was a 
method indispensable to any dis- 
armament convention if Germany 
was to sign it. 

Italy for Limit, 
The Italian view was presented 
by Gen. De Marinis, who re- 
affirmed his Government's support 
of limitation by budgetary rvstric- 
tion for war materials both in use 
and in stock. He declared that 
world arinaments had increased 
greatly during the last 18 months 
and that much of the increase had 
been in war materials. Italy, he

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—A re- 
newed appeal for adherence by the 
United States to the World Court 
and a broad participation of this 
country in friendly efforts to main- 
tain the peace of the world was 
made today by President Hoover. 

In an Armistice day address be- 
fore the Annual Conference and 
Good-Will Congress of the World 
Alliance for International Friend- 
ship Through the Churches, the 
President pointed out the various 
treaties and methods that had been 
worked out for peaceful settlement 
of the difficulties among the na- 
tions of the world. 

“The World Court is now a 
strongly established institution 
amongst 45 nations as a continuing 
body, performing and facilitating 
justiciable determinations which 
can only be accomplished sporad- 
tcally under special treaties of arbi- 
tration.” the President said. “Its 
permanence is assured and from it 
there is steadily growing a body of 
precedent, decisions and accept- 
ance of law in the formulation of 
which we should have a part, not 
alone in our own interest but in 
advancement of peace.” 

The President pointed to the 
Kellogg-Briand pact for outlawing 
war and the development of other 
treaties among nations as methods 
of fostering peace. He added that, 
in adoption during the past year 
of the London naval treaty, one of 
the major frictions among the 
great naval Powers—competition 
in naval construction—had been 
disposed of. 

President Hoover’s Address. 

Text of the President's address 
follows: 

“Upon this day all thoughts must 
turn to our heroic dead whose lives 
were given in defense of the liber- 
ties and ideals of our country. Their 
contribution to these priceless her- 
itages was made without reserva- 
tion; they gave the full measure of 
their intelligence and energy and 
enthusiasm, and life itself, forfeit- 
ing their portion of further happi- 
ness—all that we and our children 
might live on more safely, more 
happily and more assured of the 
precious blessings of security and 
peace. 

“A solemn obligation lies upon 
us to press forward in our pursuit 
of those things for which they died. 
Our duty is to seek ever new and 
widening opportunities to insure 
the world against the horror and ir- 
retrievable wastag? of war. Much 
has been done, but we must wage 
peace continuously, with the same 
energy as they waged war. 

“This year 1930 has been ren- 
dered notable in peace annals in the 
achievement of the London naval 
treaty. That has disposed of one 
of those major frictions among the 
great naval Powers—that is, com- 
petition in naval construction—and 
it has made a sensible advance in 
the reduction of warships. 

Unceasing Controversies. 

“The promotion of peace and 
prevention of war, however, cannot 
rest upon the accomplishments of 
any one year. The outlook for peace 
is happier than for half a century, 
yet we cannot overlook the fact 
that nations in many ways are al- 
Ways potentially in conflict. There 
ere not only the accumulated age- 
old controversies and ambitions 
which are alive with prejudice, 
emotion and passion, but you may 
be assured that there will always 
be an unceasing crop of new con- 
troversics between nations. 

“Every shift in power, every ad- 
vance in communications, in trade 
and finance daily increases the 
points of contact of one nation with 
another. The diffusion of their cit- 
izens and their property broad in- 
creasingly penetrates and overlaps 
into the four corners of the earth. 
The many inventions of these citi- 
zens, their ceaseless energies, bring 
an hourly grist, to our foreign of. 
fices of contested right or grievance. 
It is true that many of these con- 
tacts make for understanding and 
good will; it is indeed of the first 
importance to peace that these 
happy influences be cultivated and

At least 500 requests have been 
received at the Zoo for the pro- 
fane parrot that cannot be dis- 
played because his mildest phrase 
is “Go to hell.” Offers for the 
bird range from a pair of baby al- 
ligators to $50 cash and he will be 
sold to the highest bidder, Zoo 
Director Vierheller said today. 
Telegrams and letters from 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Florida, 
Mississippi, Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Colorado and other = states, 
asking for the red-head, have been 
delivered at the zoo in the last two 
days. Three are from Canada. 
Many of the letters are from small 
towns and most of them are writ- 
ten by women. 

A country club in Miami, Fla., 
telegraphed to ask the price of the 
bird, as did a club in Kansas City. 
From St. Petersburg, Fla., came a 
wire which read in part: ‘“‘We have 
a 17,000-acre tract of land and the 
parrot can use any language he 
chooses.”’ ) 

“Ship at once,” wrote a woman 
at Valley Park. “Don’t keep the 
little fellow in a room by itself.” 
The president of the dormitory 
committee of the Y. M. C. A. wrote 
that he had been directed by his 
committee to ask for the bird. 
“The committee felt that since we 
have nothing but men in the build- 
ing,”’ he said, “‘the parrot would be 
a source of great comfort and help 
in the way of breaking the monot- 
ony of dormitory life. P. S. The 
bird under our care will soon be 
broken of the language he uses 
under the guidance of the Y. M. 
SA.” 

Many Want to Reform Him. 
Many of the correspondents felt 
that they could reform the bird, an 
examination of the letters reveals. 
One woman wrote: “I promise you 
a good home in Virginia for her 
and I will teach her to pray in- 
stead,’’ while a woman in Boulder, 
Colo., thought “I may perhaps be 


able to direct his mind to a differ- 
ent channel and improve his vocab- 
ulary. This high altitude might 
work wonders.” 

A man who wrote from Fremont, 
Mo., offering $5.for the bird, de- 
scribed himself as “a bachelor, liv- 
ing alone, no children.” 

From Collegeville, Pa., came a 
letter written in German, while a 
woman in Miami wrote: “I have 
lived all my life with old, old peo- 
ple who were terribly good and 
proper, and, of course, narrow... . 
I want him. ... I will love him.” 

A woman in Winchester, Ky., ex- 
plained: “I have one that can talk 
but a little. I have tried so hard 
to get him to swear, but I think he 
is inclined to be religious.” 

As Rival of Next Door Neighbor. 

“I would like very much to have 
that bird down here in Dixie and 
maybe I can get an even break 
with my next-door neighbor,’ was 
the brief communication from a 
man in Memphis. 

A great number of letters were 
from persons who had always 
wanted parrots but couldn’t afford 
to buy them. A woman in Ottawa 
Lake, Mich., wrote: “I am a lone 
widow, 65 years old. My husband 
died two years ago and I am aw- 
ful lonesome.”’ 

“I am a shut-in and think I 
would enjoy taking care of it,” ex- 
plained a woman in Fulton, Ky. 
“I bélieve I might be able to tame 
it down. I own a parrot and last 
December had the misfortune to 
fall and break a hip. This parrot 
grieved so much when I] was taken 
to the hospital, she pulled all her 
feathers out.” 

A letter from the Missouri 
School of Mines at Rolla, signed 
by “The Pi K A Boys,” read in 
part: “There are 38 boys in this 
fraternity who would be more 
than pleased to have a pet that 
is both entertaining and instruc- 


tive.”’

An empire-wide two-minute si- 
lence was observed at 11 a. m., 
while King George, symbolizing the 
grief of his realm at the war losses, 
stood with bowed head in prayer 
at the cenotaph, where just two 
years ago today he caught the cold 
which led to his long and serious 
illness 
King George suffered no ill ef- 
fects from his attendance, it was 
said In authoritative quarters after 
his return to Buckingham Palace. 
He was in uniform today and con- 
sequently did not remove his hat 
during the two minutes of silence 
at the war memorial. 
King George stood between his 
sons, the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of York, with the Prime 
Ministers of the Dominions and the 
Princes of the Indian States flank- 
ing them, to make a group repre- 
sentative of the British Common- 
wealth of nations. 
Around them and the hollow 
square in Whitehall ag far as the 
vision could penetrate through the 
gray haze toward Trafalgar 
Square people were massed in un- 
broken silence. As the chimes of 
Big Ben on the Parliament towers 
crashed out the hour a salute of 
guns in horse guards’ parade sig- 
naled the beginning of the great 
silence. 
Nearly every man, woman and 
child in the country wore a Fland- 
ers poppy emblem made by former 
service men on behalf of the vet- 
erans’ fund. King George and 
Queen Mary bought theirs just like 
other folk from some of the vol- 
unteer army of 300,000 who sold 
the tokens. 
Outside Westminster Abbey 
there is a field of remembrance 
planted around a white cross 
which once marked an unknown 
soldier's grave in France. As the 
veterans sold the poppies they 
were stuck in the ground near the 
cross until it was surrounded with 
a blanket of red.

Congregation of Rites Submits 
Evidence in Behalf of Father 
Felice de Andreis.

Canonization of another American 
saint—Fdther Felice de Andreis, 


first superior general of the La- 
zarist Fathers in the United States 
—is sought in a process initiated 
today by the sacred congregation 
of rites. 

Father de Andreis worked in the 
diocese of St. Louis, Mo., and died 
in 1820. Testimony regarding his 
character has been collected at St. 
Louis and Turin. 


Father de Andreis was born at 
Demonte in Piedmont, Italy, in De- 
cember, 1778, and died at St. Louis 
Oct. 15, 1820... He was ordained 
priest at Piacenza in August, 1801. 
In company: with five others 
Father de Andreis started for the 
United States in 1816, first going 
to Baltimore where they stayed at 
St. Mary’s Seminary in September. 
They then started on the journey 
to the West, arriving at Louisville 
in November and going to the sem- 
inary of St. Thomas at Bardstown. 
Bishop Dubourg, apostolic ad- 
ministrator of the diocese of Loui- 
siana, which then extended along 
both sides of the Mississippi from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the Cana- 
dian lakes, reached Beardstown 
with 30 priests in December, 1817, 
and they went on to St, Louis in 
1818. 

There Father de Andreis had 
charge of two schools, one for re- 
ligious students and another for 
secular. Exhausted by the hard- 
ships of missionary work, he died 
at the age of 42 widely known for 
his sanctity. The first process of 
his canonization was begun in 8t. 
Louis in 1900 and was completed 
in 1902 when the evidence was 
presented to the congregation of 
rites at Rome.

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CHINA BOY FOUND 
FLOATING IN SEA 
TELLS WILD STORY 


Tried Suicide; Couldn’t Drown; 
Kept Alive by Eating Fish 
Caught With Hands.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 11.—Ching Chi- 
kong is a China boy who went 
down to the sea in ships and came 
back with a wild story. 

He toid it first to the captain of 
the Anchor Line steamer, Circas- 
Sia, which found him, bobbing lke 
a buoy, in the middle of the Red 
Sea. He told it to the Chief of 
Police at Bombay and the Chief 
of Police shipped himn home with- 
out comment. 

He <hipped from Shanghai on the 
Dardanus of the Blue Funnel Line 


last August. The Dardantis w%s 
plowing through the Red Sea, 
300 miles out ef Bombay, whken 


Ching decided to conimit suicide. 
He had been worsted ina fight 
with the boss fireman. So Ching 
jumped overboard. None saw him 
jump, but the circumstances were 
rather conclusive because (1) he 
was missing from the ship and (2) 
he later was found in the se2. 

From that point on Ching’s story 
is fishy. He discoyered he couldn't 
drown. He floated, buoyant of body 
if not of soul. After an hour of this, 
he told the captain of the Circassia, 
a fish appeared. It glided first at a 
respectable distance in Ching’s 
wake and then, bolder, came along- 
side. Ching was unable to say what 
kind of fish it was but he indi- 
cated it was big. 

The fish began nibbling at him. 
Ching with his hands dispatched 
the fish in a trice. Then he ate it. 
The raw meat gave his body 
strength and his soul courage to 
withstand the rigors of the sea un- 
til he was rescued two hours later 
by the Circassia which put him 
ashore at Bombay whence he was 
sent here on the steamer Morea. 
He has gone back to his father’s 
farm.

Fred L.« Williams, a former 
Judge of the Supreme Court, has 
been appointed referee by Circuit 
Judge Pearcy to try the issues in 
the suit of the Oriel Glass Co., 912 
Scuth Twenty-second street, to re- 
cover from the First National 
Pank in St. Louis $47,151.85 al- 
leged to have been wrongfully ap- 
rropriated by a former bookkeep- 
er 


It is alleged the bookkeeper, Jo- 
s¢ph F, Zunz, wrongfully deposit- 
ed with the Liberty Central Trust 
Co. and the First National checks 
and drafts which were made pay- 
able to the glass company, but 
which were indorsed by Zunz, who 
converted the proceeds to his own 
use. The checks and drafts rep- 
resent the amount sued for. 

According to the petition, the 
Merchants-Laclede Bank was the 
regular depository of the glass 
company until that bank was con- 
solidated with the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co. in July, 1929, when 
the Mississippi Valley became the 
depository. However, it is 
charged between June 1, 1923, and 
March 25, 1929, a total of $43,- 


.986.69 was deposited at the Lib- 


erty Central by Zunz, who then 
deposited a total of $3,165.16 with 
the First National after the latter 
absorbed the Liberty Central. 
These deposits, it appears, con- 
tinued until Aug. 27, 1929, before 
plaintiff learned of them, it is al- 
leged. 

The suit seeks to hold the First 
National Bank for the full amount 
on the theory it took over the busi- 
ness of the Liberty Central. An 
answer has been filed by the bank 
making general denial of the alle- 
gations. It appears Zunz made 
restitution in part by transferring 
realty at 4112 McRee avenue and 
paying $2000 cash.

— “The Kellogg-Briand pact, signed 
a little over two years ago to fur- 
ther safeguard against the dangers 
from these conflicts, has already 
become a powerful influence in in- 
ternational affairs. Several further 
states have adhered to it since last 


November, bringing the total] num- 
ber of nations up to 58 which have 
renounced war as an instrument 
of national policy and have agreed 
to settle conflicts of whatever na- 
ture by pacific means. Five other 
states have expressed an intention 
to adhere, which will bring the to- 
tal to 63, a figure comprising all 
e8| but two nations. 

“By the recognition of this fun- 
damental principle of peace and 
from the moral restraint that the 
covenant itself presents, this agree- 
ment has become one of the most 
potent instruments for peace 
which the world has ever forged 
for itself. 

“There has been much discussion 
as to the desirability of some fur- 
ther extension of the pact s0 as 
to effect a double purpose of as- 
‘suring methodical development of 
this machinery of peaceful settle- 
ment, and to insure at least the 
mobilization of world opinion 
against those who fail when strain 
comes. I do not say that some 
such further step may not some 
day come about. 

“Such a formula would be stim- 
ulative and would appeal to the 
dramatic sense of the world as a 
mark in the progress of peace. But 
less dramatic and possibly even

DIES; EX-SENATOR 


AND INDUSTRALST 


Notable Figure in Coal, 
Steel, Powder and Hotel 
Business Succumbs After 
Long Illness. _ 


By the Associated Press. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 11.— 
Thomas Coleman du Pont, former 
United ‘States Senator, died at his 
home here today,:after an illness of 
several years with a throat affec- 
tion. 

Dupont until two weeks ago had 
resided at his country home, near 
Cambridge, Md. He was 67 years 
old. 


T. Coleman du Pont was a mem- 
ber of the famous Delaware fam- 
ily. 

Educated as an engineer, du 
Pont when a young man was in- 
terested in coal mining. In 1893 he 
turned to the steel industry. Later 
he went into the street railway 
business. 

Later upon the death of Eugene 
du Pont, who had been head of E. 
I. du’ Pont de Nemours & Com- 
pany, he assumed the management 
of the company. Later all the du 
Pont companies were merged into 
the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Pow- 
der Company with Coleman du 
Pont as president ahd general 
manager. 

Du Pont resigned the presidency 
in 1914 and accepted the chair- 
manship of the board of the Equi- 
table Office Building Corporation. 
In that capacity he devoted his 
time to the construction of the 
Equitable Building, then the larg- 
est office structure in the world. 
He then purchased from J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. the controlling interest 
in the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society; mutualized the organiza- 
tion and then disposed of his stock 
to the policy holders without profit 
on his investment. 

Keen Interest in Politics. 

Du Pont took a keen interest in 
politics. He was chairman of the 
Republican State Committee from 
1904 to 1908 and Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman from Dela- 
ware from 1908 to 1924. In 1921 
he was appointed United States 
Senator from Delaware to fill the 
unexpired term of Senator J. O. 
Wolcott, who resigned upon his ap- 
pointment as chancellor of the 
Delaware State Courts. Du Pont 
served until March 4, 1923. In the 
preceding November elections he 
was defeated for a full term by 
Thomas F. Bayard, but two years 
later was elected for the term 
1925 to 1931. He resigned in De- 
cember, 1928, because of ill health. 

Du Pont of the fifth generation 
of his family in the United States, 
was born Dec. 11, 1863, at Louis- 
tille, Ky., the son of Antoine Bid- 
ermann and Ellen Susan Coleman 
du Pont. He was known generally 
as Coleman du Pont. The original 
ruember of the family in this coun- 
try was Pierre Samuel du Pont, a 
French statesman and 0»political 
economist, who landed at Newport, 
R. L, Jan. 1, 1800. It was the lat- 
ter’s son, Eleuthere Irenee du 
Pont, who established the powder 
works near Wilmington in 1802. Al- 
fred Victor du Pont, a son of Eleu- 
there, was Coleman’s grandfather. 

After his academic education at 
Urbana (O.) University and Chaun- 
coy Hall School, Boston.. Coleman 
du’Pont was graduated as a civil

Manager of Order Buying 
‘Company Says He Was 
Under Producers’ Man- 
ager ‘‘to Certain Extent.” 


The affiliation between thé, Na- 
tional Order Buying Co. and”* the 
Producers’. Livestock Commission 
Co, two of the firms said to have | 
been boycotted by East Side live- 
stock dealers, was described today 
at the Department of Agriculture 
inquiry being held in East  S&t. 
Louis by F. G. Ketner, manager of 
the order buying company. 

One defense of the firms charged 
with boycotting will be that the 
companies are so closely connected 
that they are, in fact, One organi- 
yution, the commission cOmpany 
representing farmers and the order 
buying company, packers. Such a 
condition would be a violation of 
the packers and stockyards act. 

The Producers’ vompany is one 
of eight co-operatives which own 
equal shares of the $40,000 capital 
stock of the National company. L. 
QO. Grieser, secretary of the Pro- 
ducers’, is a director of the Na- 
tional company. 

Authority Limited. 

Ketner testified that Grieser and 
Harry Wright, manager of the 
Producers’, had been authorized 
“to a certain extent,”’ to direct the 
employes of the’ National Order 
Buying Co. branch in St. Louis, but

Lost $14,000 in Three Months. 

Ketner previousy had testified 
that the Producers’ company had 
agreed t Oassume any loss up to 
$20,000 which the National Order 
Buying Co. sustained in entering 
the St. Louis market. In return, 
it was to receive whatever profit 
resulted. 

The National Co., according to 
Ketner’s testimony, entered the §St. 
Louis market last August with 
capital and surplus of $70,000 
and liabilities of $105,000, and 
within three months’ dropped 
$14,000. The financial status 
of the company has become 
pertinent because one defense to 
be offered by the 47 East Side 
dealers charged with boycotting 
will be that those who refused to 
deal with the company did so be- 
cause they thought it was not 
financially responsible. 

Ketner’s statement of the com- 
pany's Habilities did not include its 


current obligations, but only two 
loans, one of $100,000 from the 
Federal Farm H5Board, the other 


$5000 from a Columbus bank. Ex- 
aminer J. B. Horigan, of the legal 
staff of Secretary of Agriculture 
Hyde, previously had excluded tes- 
timony: about the source of the 
company’s liabilities as immaterial, 
but the testimony was given when 
the Government counsel delayed 
his objection until after the wit- 
ness had answered. 
Cause of Losses. 

Ketner attributed the company’: 
losses in St. Louis in part to the 
fact that it was forced to buy out- 
side of the market to fill orders 
received. Operations of the com- 
pany in all other markets on 
which it is represented showed a 
loss of only $1000 for 1930 up to 
Oct. 1, he testified. 

“In some cases we were able to 
buy hogs at other markets, partic- 
ularly at Kansas City and in Ken- 
tucky, and ship them to St. Louis 
at a cost below the St. Louts mar- 
ket price, but in the aggregate we 
lost on that sort of business,” Ket- 
ner testified. Of the 250 carloads 
of hogs handled by his company 
during the first three months it 
operated in the St. Louis market, 
40 were shipped here from other 
points because the company could 
not buy enough on the St. Louis 
market, Ketner said. 

W. M. Borders Jr. of defense 
counsel asked him if most of the 
loss had not been due to the fact 
that the company sold below cost 
and below the market value, “‘That 
is obviously true as to cost,” the 
witness said, “but I cannot say as 
to market value.” 

Borders questioned him about a 
i'meéeting of Eastern packers last 
month, at which the statement was 
made that the National company 
sold hogs at 60 cents under the 
market value. 

“That-was incorrect,” Ketner 
said. “I was at that meeting, but 
did not have the figures and was 
in no position to deny it. The 
facts were not nearly so flagrant as 
they were made out to be.” 

“Fighting for Business Life.” 

Borders charged that the Nation- 
al company entered the St. Louis 
market, backed by Farm Board 
funds and prepared to sell below 
cost so as to eliminate other com- 
petition. 

“That is not a fact,” Ketner said. 
“We sold below cost only because 
we were fighting for our business 
lives. We lost one profitable ac- 
count becatse we were unable on 
two successive Mondays to fill or- 
ders received.” |

BY ORGANIZATION 


350 Property Owners Agree 
to Unite in Attempt to 
Levy Cost of Work on 
Entire City. 


LAWYER TELLS OF 
APPEAL TO MAYOR 


Seeks Repeal of Improve- 
ment Ordinance—Resolu- 
tion Passed for Election of 
Aldermen by Wards. 


Financial and moral support to 
a movement to set aside special tax 
bills against 23,000 pieces of prop- 
erty in the widening of Gravois 
avenue was voted by 360 South St. 
Louis property owners at a meet- 
ing last night. 

The meeting, held at the Kings- 
land Theater, Gravois and Alma 
avenues, was in protest against the 
benefit assessment for the Gravois 
project, which South St. Louis resi- 
dents believe should be paid for by 
the citizens at large, and from the 
$87,000,000 bond issue fund. It 
was decided to form a permanent 
organization, to be known as the 
Gravois Improvement Benefit Dis- 
trict Protest Association, and to 
hold regular meetings, the next to 
be on Monday night at the same 
place. 

Otis L. Clonts, an _ attorney, 
whose property at 3107 Russell 
boulevard was taxed $250, said he 
had suggested in a letter to Mayor 
Miller that the benefit judgment 
handed down by Circuit Judge 
Landwehr last month could be set 
aside, as the October term of court 
had not expired. He suggested 
further that the ordinance author- 
izing the improvement be repealed 
by the Board of Aldermen, and a 
new ordinance putting the tax bur- 
den for the project on the city at 
large be adopted. Mayor Miller 
replied that the suggestion has 
been referred to City Counselor 
Muench, Clonts said. The attor- 
ney that he hoped to present the 
City Counselor’s decision on the 
suggestion at the next meeting of 
the association. 

Harry Newman, a real estate 
dealer, said he favored the widen- 
ing of Gravois avenue as a traffic 
necessity, but agreed with Clonts 
that the tax burden should be 
borne by the city at large. An ex- 
ample of taxation, which he de- 
scribed as confiscatory, was given 
by Newman in the case of a widow 
owning 2 piece of property valued 
at $3500, who received a benefit 
tax bill for $2600. Another in- 
stance cited by Newman is the 
$4980 tax bill against the St. Fran- 
cis de Sales Church property at 
Gravois and Iowa avenues. 

Aldermen in the districts affect- 
ed were attacked by the speak- 
ers, who charged them with fail- 
ure to keep property owners in- 
formed on the widening project. 

A resolution introduced by J. 8. 
Thieser, a grocer of 5223 Gravois 
avenue, favoring the election of Al- 
dermen by wards, instead of by 
city-wide vote, was unanimously 
adopted. The resolution also called 
on property owners to oppose for 
re-election those Aldermen who re- 
fused to co-operate in the move. 
ment to have the whole city pay for 
the Gravois widening work. The 
resolution suggests that the ques- 
tion of the election of Aldermen be 
taken up with the State Legislature. 
The election and powers of Alder- 
men, however, are covered by city 
charter, and are not within the 
scope of the Legislature. 

Clonts, a Republican, said he 
favored the resolution, “because it 
will put some Democrats in the 
city hall.” “An exclusive party 
government, whether it is national, 
state or city, is unwise,” he said, 
“and although I am a Republican, 
I favor having some Democrats on 
the Board of Aldermen.” 

The speakers questioned the ar- 
rangement between the city and 
Stifel, Nicolaus & Co., which is 
financing all but $147,900 of the 
$1,768,827 representing net dam- 
ages to property owners, at a dis. 
count of 5 per cent. “If the city’s 


.| paper is worth 100 per cent, why 


pay a premium to have it financed,” 
a speaker asked.

Cosden’s oil company said its 
assets were ample, but declared it 
was unable to pay current debts 
when faced with a demand from 
the Merrick Drilling Co. for pay- 
ment of $17,735 for drilling a well. 

Federal Judge John P. Nields 
yesterday appointed Hugh M. Mor- 


ris, Wilmington, and George N. 
‘Moore, Fort Worth, Tex., as re- 
‘eeivers for the company, which 
| listed its total assets at $12,812,000 
and liabilities, exclusive of corpo- 
| rate stock, at $4,330,000. 

| .Cosden organized the company, 
‘capitalized at $5,000,000, in 1928. 
‘It marked his return to the oil 
‘business and the competition of 
| Wall street after a series of re- 
_versals had diminished a reputed 
|fortune of $50,000,000. 

He made his reputation ang his 
money in the oil fields of Okla- 
homa. There he met and married 
his second wife, the former Mrs. 
Charles Franklin Roeser, Tulsa, 
They set out. to storm the citadels 
of Eastern society and chartered 
a private car to take them and 
their millions to New York. 

At the opera Mrs. Cosden wore 
pearls valued at $600,000. They 
purchased a 300-acre estate at Port 
Washington,. Long Island. They 
bought an ocean front estate at 


villa at Palm Beach, Fla. The Cose 


as a house guest at Port Washing- 
ton in 1924, together with Lord

Slain in Brazil Told of In- 
dians’ Hatred. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 11.— 


An Indian medicine man’s jealous 


belief that American missionaries 
were pre-empting his function in 
treating sick natives is thought to 
have led to the recent attack on 
the American mission at Juruena, 
Brazil, say relatives here of the Rev. 
Arthur Tylee, who have read the 
last letter he wrote home before 
he, his 2-year-old daughter anda 
nurse were killed by the Hambi- 
quara tribesmen. 

In this letter, written to his 
mother. Mrs. Adelia W. Tylee, the 
missionary expressed the belief 
that the efforts of the. Americans 
to cure Indians suffering from 
colds and fever had aroused the 
hatred of the chief witch doctor of 
the region. 

After the death of one Indian 
the Americans had _ treated, Dr. 
Tylee wrote: ‘We learned much 
regarding the superstitions of the 
Indians and our standing with 
them. “They told us much con- 
cerning their beliefs as to death 
being caused by the evil spirit, 
the Thunder. 

_ “We understand that the witch 
doctof tried to blow our house 
down upon us with the aid of spir- 
its, but found that we had a pow- 
er protecting us stronger than his 
spirits.” :

OLDEST AMERIGAN BANK 
IN FRANCE SUSPENDS 


Closing of Munroe & Co. Is Regard- 
td as Temporary; Difficulty 
in New York.

PARIS, Nov. 11.—The oldest 
American bank in France, Munroe 
& Co., established here before the 
Civil War, temporarily closed its 
doors yesterday. 

The bank, known among French 
bankers as a branch of a partner- 
ship which maintains another 
branch in New York, has offices in 
Paris and in Pau Cannes. A no- 
tice on the door at the latter office 
said the bank was provisionally 
closing its offices and temporarily 
suspending payments.

For a Oonstitutional Convention. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T last my hope that some prominent 

and highly respected leader against 
prohibition would come out and advocate 
the calling of a national convention to 
decide the question is granted. Dean 
Wilbur L. Cross, just elected Governor 
of Connecticut, says that unless Con- 
gress submits a proposal for the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment within one 


- year he will get in touch with other Gov- 


ernors and start a movement for a con- 
stitutional convention, : 

This will cause consternation among 
the dry leaders who have been boasting 
that repeal of the amendment is out of 
the question, because a mere handful of 
state Legislatures can block it. As I 
have pointed out, although Congress has 
authority, by the fifth amendment, to 
select the mode of action for any 
change in the Constitution, if sufficient 
pressure of public opinion demands the 
convention method, Congress would not 
dare to refuse to authorize it. If a ma- 
jority of state Governors expressed such 
opinion, a convention might be called 
within a short period. As the members 
of such a convention would be citizens, 
not office holders, not dependent on their 
jobs, and hence not to be bullied by the 
drys, we might hope for repeal within a 
reasonable period. Let all who desire 
this work for stch action. The original 
Constitution was created by a people’s 
convention. It is high time to revert to 
that method and restore to the people 
their control of the basic law of the land.

The 
treaty, shouting “Woe to the vanquished” and ruth- 
lessly dismembering national minorities, merely 
brought new problems on the stage. The war’s con 
sequences, economic, social and political, still plague 
humanity and little relief is in sight. “Not for a 
century has the world been at grips with such dif- 
ficulties,” says Premier Tardieu of France. This 
aspect offers precious little for celebration. ; 
In New York today for the first time German rep- 
resentatives are taking part in the Armistice day 
observance. Here, then, is the key to what the.day 
may fittingly become—an international memorial 
day, to honor the 14,000,000 dead of both sides, the 
sacrifice of maimed veterans, the suffering, still un- 
‘ended, of civilian populations. In celebrating our 
nation’s war of independence we should not acclaim 
Yorktown and forget Valley Forge. Similarly, the 
memory of what the world lost and suffered in thé 
debacle should provide a sobering thought for those 
who see only glory in war. : 
Meanwhile, from Denmark comes a thought for 
the rest of the world on the anniversary of Marshal 
Foch’s famous message, “Les hostilities seront ar- 
retees sur tout le front,” For the Kingdom of Den- 
mark proposes to cut its standing army to a mere 
sentinel corps, and surprising as it may be, the move- 
ment is sponsored not by a pacific organization but 
by Lauritzs Rasmussen, Minister of Protection.. 
His disarmament bill is now being discussed in the 
lower house of the National Riksdag, with the chance 
for passage promising, Under the Government’s bill 
the term “soldier” would disappear from usage, Sol- 
diers would become “sentinels” in name as well as 
duty. Compulsory training would give way to a 
short period of voluntary service for men between 
the ages of 18 and 24. The chief of the force would 
be a “director” and his corps leaders “over-inspec- 
tors.” A similar revision would take place fn the 
navy. Upkeep of the sentinel force would cost con- 
siderably less than a third of the preseht army 
budget and that for the Government marine less than 
the navy appropriation.

VERPRODUCTION, particularly in this 
year of world-wide depression, is on 
every man’s tongue. What precisely 
does it mean? There are indeed distin- 
guished savants who affirm there is no 
such thing. In one sense they are per- 


’ fectly correct. Let us look into the term 


a little more carefully, , 

The average wage in the United States is 
in the Vicinity of $1500 a year. If the 
gentle reader has ever tried to support his 
family on that sum he knows the number— 
the very considerable number—of goods he 
would like to purchase but must forego. In 
respect to the whole body of finished goods, 
it is not so mutch overproduction as-under- 
consumption which is the appalling fact. 

As a nation we can make more than we 
can buy back. Thus one horn of the dilem- 
ma is a money and credit system which 
does not throw off purchasing power as 
fast as factories can throw out vendable 
commodities. 


Which brings us to the other horn. The 


most immediately critical factor in the 
whole “overproduction” situation, to my 
mind, is excess plant capacity—which 
means more mills, more mines, more ma- 
chines, aye, more farmers’ fields—than can 
be used. Not only-is this equipment almost 
always in excess of purchasing power, but 
frequently, ‘if you please, it is in excess of 
consumptive requirements, granted unlimit- 
ed purchasing power. :

Gandhi, imprisoned leader of the 
Nationalists, who have boycotted 
the conference, prays nightly for 
the liberation of India. 

Gandhi is in the Yeroda prison, 
close to Poona, which is 150 miles 
north of Bombay. In 1923 and 
1924 he also occupied a cell there. 
From the outside the prison has 
the appearance of an old-time fort. 
Stone walls 30 feet high, pierced 
by gigantic iron gateways, sur- 
round the edifice. The grounds, 
beautiful with flowers and fruit 
trees, are divided into sections for 
Europeans and natives. 

Gandhi occupies quartersin the 
European section. That is cut off 
from the rest of the prison and 
grounds by another wall 21 feet 
high. Running through the flow- 
ers, treeg and picturesque walks, 
are two long barracks of 20 cells 
each. High windows and a grilled 
door insure ventilation. There are 
verandas on both sides of the 
cells, which are sparsely furnished. 
On account of his health an ex- 
ception is made for Gandhi, who 
has been given an iron bedstead 
with mattress and bed linen. Some 
of his fellow Nationalists occupy 
adjoining cells. 

Gandhi rises at 4 in the morning 
and retires at 8 in the evening. His 
diet is milk and fresh fruits. He 
never touches meat. During the 
day he reads, writes, talks. Often 
he sits an hour or two at his spin- 
ning wheel. He does not show the 
slightest antagonism to the British 
jailers, with whom he talksin the 
friendliest manner. In the after- 
noon he walk; in the grounds with 
fellow prisoners.

a little above yesterday’s closing 
prices. 

The market sold up 2 to 4 dur- 
ing the early trading, reacted to 
show losses of 1 to 5, rallied during 
the afternoon to show gains of 1 
to 6, but sold off 1 to 4 from the 
top in the final few minutes. Nev- 
ertheless, such stocks as United 


States Steel, General Motors,

United Corporation closed up a 
point or more, and Westinghouse, 
duPont, American Waterworks, 
American Power & Light, Phillips 
Petroleum and North American 
gained 2 to 3, and Coca Cola 4.

Lambert fluctuated  be- 
tween a gain and a loss of 4, and 
closed off %%. American Tele- 
phone closed 3% lower, after sell- 
ing down 5. Fox lost 4 and New 
Haven 2%. 
Decline in French Franc. 

The Chicago and Buenos Aires 

grain markets were closed for Ar- 


i mistice day, but the Winnipeg mar- 


ket remained open, and wheat con- 
tinued under pressure there, losing 
3% to 3% cents a bushel. The 
New York cotton market closed 
firm, at advances of 60 to 80 cents 
a bale. 

A conspicuous development in 
the foreign exchanges was a de- 
cline of 3-16 in the French franc 
cable rate to 3.9213-16 cents, 
which ended, for the moment at 
least, the prospect of a renewal of 
gold shipments to Paris. Recent 
strength in the franc had presum- 
ably represented withdrawal of 
French balances ig New York, in 
connection with banking difficul- 
ties in Paris. Sterling cables were 
up 1-32 at $4.85 23-32, and the 
Spanish peseta rallied to 11% 
cents. 

Source of Selling Puzzies. 

Several commission houses con- 
tinued to feel that an important 
technical rebound could not be 
long deferred after the steady, two- 
month's decline. The source of 
continued selling was still regard- 
ed as puzzling. The weekly condi- 
tion statement of reporting Federal 
Reserve member banks showed a 
gain of $24,000,000 in loans against 
securities. Although this report 
was for the week ending Nov. 5, 
it again failed to bear out the the- 
ory held for several wecks in one 
quarter that selling represented 
heavy liquidation of imparted col- 
lateral loans. Of the total reduc- 
tion of $187,000,000 in member 
bank loans on securities in the past 
month, $155,900,000 was in New 
York and Boston alone, and appar- 
ently represented reduction in 
loans to brokers rather than to in- 
dividual borrowers. 

The day’s news included the 
Federal Reserve Board’s October 
report on department store sales, 
which showed considerable im- 
provement over the September re- 
port, with a decline of only eight 
per cent from the like month a 
year ago. Sales in September were 
off 11 per cent. The gain was de- 
scribed, however, as a little smaller 
than seasonal. The September for- 
eign trade figures also made their 
appearance, and were less favor- 
able. Trade with Europe showed 
the most -marked decline of the 
present recession.

Dividend actions in the past 24 
hours were more cheering. -Jewrl 
Tea paid an extra of $1.

NEW WAR IN OFFING, 
SAYS RABBI ISSERMAN 


Declares in Cathedral Sermon 
That Armistise Was “Truce 
Without Victory for Ideals.” 


Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman of 
Temple Israel, speaking at an Ar- 
mistice day community service in 
Christ Church Cathedral, at noon, 


declared that “another war is in 
the offing, and the fuses are being 
laid for the next international con- 
flagration.” 

“T have just made a study of 
zonditions abroad,” Rabbi Issermau 
said. “I fidd that the causes for 
war in Europe are innumerable, 
that economic exhaustion alone has 
compelled the postponement of 
war, the Paris peace pact notwith- 
standing. It is amazing to behold 
the spectacle of feverish war 
preparations after the Kellogg- 
Briand pact has been signed, and 
to see the nations that sponsored 
the pact unable to agree on a naval 
program. 

“The Kellogg-Briand 
though a great mora! achievement, 
is yet regarded as other treaties 
are regarded by the big nations, 
as @ scrap of paper.” 

Rabbi Isserman, who was a 
training camp officer in wartime, 
said he was one of those who had 
believed that the war would usher 
in a new era of justice and peace. 

“But I learned,” he said, “that 
you cannot establish ideals at the 
point of a bayonet. Evil begets 
evil, and war begets war.” 

“Truce Without Victory.” 

He declared that the armistice 
and the subsequent peace were “a 
truce without victory” for Amer- 
ican ideals, and that Armistice day 
should be kept as a day of mourn- 
ing—mourning for the millions of 
all nations killed in the war, for 
“a humanity whose soul has been 
brutalized,” and for “the sad spec- 
tacle of organized religion which 
sanctioned and blessed the war.” 

“Religions should insist that no 
nation can have national] honor 
which violates its pledges made in 
the Kellogg-Briand pact. Religion 
must insist that every dispute be- 
tween nations, and disputes are as 
inevitable between nations as be- 
tween individuals, must be settled 
in a court of justice. The religious 
leaders of America should insist 
that America speedily join the 
World Court. 

“Religion must become bold and 
outspoken. Its leaders must cease 
to speak in vague generalities. 
They must oppose with might and 
main every expression of milita- 
rism, whether it be a parade to 
honor the dead, which serves but 
to glorify war, whether it is com- 
pulsory military training at univer- 
whether it is the training of 


voting of increased expenditur: . for 
naval armaments, whether it is 
the misreading of history, whether 
it be prejudice against nations or 
contempt for other races. 

Heroism Required. 

“These are the tasks of peace 
and not of war. But they require 
every bit of the heroism and cour- 
age that wars demand. 

“Not by military parades nor 
by the placing of wreaths on their 
graves do we honor the men who 
fell. We honor them when we try 
to establish the objectives for 
which they fought and died. 

“Come, then, on this day, Jew 
and Christian, Catholic and Protes- 
tant; come then all of you who 
have gathered to hear a _ rabbi 
speak in a Cathedral as indicative 
of that new peace which is being 
developed in religion, come then, 
all of you, and pledge yourselves 
anew to the uncompleted task of 
the soldiers in France, pledge your- 
selves anew to the ideals for which 
they fought; enlist in that new 
army which shall march without 
sword or bayonet, without poisoned 
gases Or machine guns, but which 
shall march and struggle until in- 
ternational strife is abolished, un- 
til that happy day will dawn when 
an emancipated humanity will 
form a United States of the world 
in which national selfishness and 
rivalry shall have been abolished, 
in which the badge of citizenship 
will be the badge of our common 
humanity, when black man and 
white man, yellow man and brown 
man, Jew and Christian, Moham- 
medan and Buddhist, will work to- 
gether for the common good and 
pay allegiance to the Father of all 
men, in whose kingdom we are all 
subjects.”’

Sour Milk 


HE virtues of sour milk are as- 

sociated in the mind of the 

public with the name of Elias 
Metchnikoff. 

When this great scientist died at 
not too advanced an age, there was 
some good-natured asking “Why 
did he not drink sour milk?” The 
prevailing impression being that 
Metchnikoff held sour milk to be 
something akin to the elixir of life. 

This impression is but the dis- 
tortion of certain well established 
facts. Metchnikoff did study the 
effects of sour milk on the bacteria 
commonly present in the human 
colon, and he did recommend the 
drinking of sour, or fermented, 
milk as a check on putrefaction in 
the large gut. 

The human colon is infested with 
bacteria which live and thrive on 
the waste present therein. 
character of the bacteria depends 
largely on the character of the 
waste, which, in turn, depends on 
the diet consumed. 

When the diet, and hence the 
waste, contains much protein mat- 
ter, the colon bacteria are of t >5 
putrefactive type. These bacteria 
are responsible for the offensive 
odors commonly associated with 
human waste. They also produce 
certain injurious substances which 
can be absorbed by the blood and 
which may give rise to a condition 
known as autointoxication. 


By changing the diet so that its 
protein character is reduced to the 
minimum essential to body health, 
and by allowing liberal quantities 
of carbohydrates (sugars and 
starches), the character of the 
colon waste is so altered that the 
putrefactive bacteria no longer 
find it favorable to their develop- 
ment.
